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The Need and Opportunity 
For Organization 


By WILLIAM Z. FOSTER 
Chairman, Communist Party, U.S.A. 


Article I 
The growth of the United Automobile Workers of 
America, C. I. O., in the past 12 months, has been the 
most rapid and spectacular in the history of the Amer- 


ican labor movement. 


During this period the union 


jumped up from a membership of about 30,000 workers 


to almost 400,000. The organization succeeded in 


firmly establishing itself in the rabidly open shop auto 
industry and in winning trade union agteements cover- 
ing the overwhelming majority of auto workers. The 
great General Motors sitdown strike in January of this 
year, which gave a big impetus to the organization, ranks 
among the most decisive strikes in the industrial life of 


this country. 


The building of the U. A. W. A. is one of 


the principal achievements of the C. I. O. 


The Ford plant is the one im- 


pertant open shop exception in the 


automobile industry. Here the | 
union did not succeed. The gi- | 


gantic flood of organization in the 
auto ‘ndustry flowed past Ford's, 
leaving it almost untouched. The 
great Ford enterprise still remains 
practically unorganized, the union 
having united only a small minor- 
ity of the 125,000 Ford workers. 
The pirate banner of the open 
shop still waves defiantly over 
this best known of all American 
industrial plants. 

* 

The failure of the U. AW. A. to 
conquer the great Ford plant 
jeaves & Frave weakness in the 
union's position in the auto m- 
dustry as a whole. Ford, of course, 
is a powerful competitive factor 
in the industry and inasmuch as 
his workers remain unorganized 
and he is in a position to dictate 
their wage and working condi- 
tions, this makes it very much 
more difficult for the union to 
maintain its organization in the 
General Motors and other big 
plants and to secure favorable 
conditions from the concerns. 
That this is true is seen in the 
stubborn opposition that the Gen- 
eral Motors is putting up against 
the U.A.W.A. in the present nego- 
tiations over a new agreement. 
General Motors seems determined 
to smash the union if a fa 
occasion presents, so that it 
again obtain a free hand such as 
its main competitor, Ford, now 
enjoys over his workers. The posi- 
tion of the U.A.W.A. is not safe 
in the auto industry so long as 
the Ford plant remains organized. 

The organization of the great 
armies of Ford workers is a most 
vital necessity for the UAW. The: 
accomplishment of this task 
would swing the union from its 
present defensive position over on 
to the offensive. The winning of 
the gigantic Ford plant for union- 
ism would also have profoundly 
beneficial effects upon the whole

circumstances, is no easy problem. 
But the situation for the past 
year has been an extremely fayor- 
able one for union organization. 
An unusual combination of ad- 
vantageous circumstances have 
been operating together that made 
it quite possible, if the circum- 
stances had been properly seized 
upon and utilized, to bring the 


great majority of the Ford work- 
ers into the UAWA, to organize 
the great Ford works. Neverthe- 
less, the job has not been done. 
Before we discuss why the Ford 
workers were not organized dur- 
ing the past several months, let 
us first briefly analyze some of the 
major aspects of just what con- 
stituted the favorable situation 
that has prevailed. 

To begin with, a real basis for 
trade union organization has e- 
isted in the miserable wage and 
working conditions that prevail in 
the Ford plant, and in the discon- 
tent among the workers that 
arises therefrom. The well-cul- 
tivated myth about alleged good 
conditions in the Ford plant has 
already been pretty well exploded 
by various writers. For example, 
Art Shéelds, in his recent series of 
articles in the Daily Worker, ex- 
posed the grievances of the work- 
ers in the Ford “penitentiary”: 
including wage rates that are 
lower than those of any other 
major automobile company, the 
health killing speed-up, the high 
accident and industrial 
rate, the tyranny of the — 
the brutal ousting ot th 
workers, the crass explotation of 
the youth, ine dupery of Ford's 

union, the terrorism by 
the notorious Ford Service De- 
partment of gummen and spies, 
ete., all of which produce great 
dissatisfaction among the work- 
ers and have made them ready 
and ripe for trade union organi- 
zation. Unquestionably the Ford 


workers have just as burning 
| grievances as had the other uge 
masses of workers who have been 
organized into the UAWA during 
the past year. 


During the period in question, 
the economic conditions in the 
industry have also been highly 
favorable for the trade union or- 
ganization of the Ford workers. 
Production has gone on at a high 
rate, a condition which always 
provides a powerful stimulus for

poured into the CIO organiza- 
tions, and to a lesser extent into 
the A. F. of L. unions also, in an 
unprecedented flood of new trade 
union members. The Ford work- 
ers were affected by this great 
wave of militancy, which reached 
its highest levels in the auto in- 
dustry, and they also were corre- 
spondingly ready for organization. 
Thus, in this period, in the midst 
of the vast enthusiasm for union 
organization, there was a golden 
opportunity to sweep them into 
the swiftly-growing auto union 
with a minimum of effort. 
Lastly, the Ford industry has 
been particularly susceptible in 
another respect to trade union or- 
ganization work, in that it is not 
scattered all over the country in 
little pieces and in remote places, 
(Uke mining, for example), but is 


chiefly massed in the city of De- 


troit, right in the midst of tens 
of thousands of militant, newly- 
organized workers. The Ford plant 
in fact is a sort of open shop 
island in a sea of union workers 
that surrounds it on all sides; of 


workers who could bring to bear 
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for organization. 
Ford company is especially vul- 
nerable to trade unionism because 
its basic product is a cheap auto- 
mobile which is puchased mainly 
by low income groups of whom 


be a devastating weapon against 
the Ford company, especially in 
view of the rising and tremendous 
spirit for trade unionism among 
the toiling masses of the country 
and the acute competition which 
this company experiences from 
General Motors and others. 


As I have indicated, however, 
notwithstanding all this favorable 
situation—the discontent and the 
readiness of the Ford workers for 
organization, the unusually favor- 
able economic and political situa- 
tion, the strategic position of the 
union with regard to the Ford 
plants, the great national union- 


building campaign of the CIO, 
and the winning of the huge ma- 
jority of the auto workers into 
the U.A.W.A.—in spite of all these 
advantageous circumstances very 


little progress has been 
towards the organization of the 
workers in the Ford plant. It is 


not my task here to give sStatis- 


tics as to the amount of organi- 
zation that the U.A.W.A. has in 
the Ford works. Suffice it to say 
that the union is still weak in this 
highly strategic industry. It has 
in its organization only a small 
minority and is as yet in no posi- 
tion to control the mass of work- 
ers in struggle against the Ford 
company. Nor is the union at the 
present time making any consid- 
erable headway in organizing 
these workers. 

In my next article, which will 
appear in the Daily Worker of 
Friday, November 19th, I shall 
undertake to show why the UA.

trouble is this—that outside of the seamen themselves—very few 

people are aware of the gigantic swindle that has been put over on 

a long suffering public through the high-paid lobbyists, Congressional 
stooges-and slick publicists used by the powerful shipping lines. 

If I were to say that many a ship has. made a trip to a foreign 
port with littie or no cargo aboard, and had the entire cost of the 
trip paid for by a federal mail subsidy, you might not believe it. 
if I were to put it another way—the A cents you put on a stamp tc 
mail a letter to Europe cost the government (read the people's money) 
somewhere in the neighborhood of a thousand dollars o get to its 
destination, you still might not believe it. 

But it’s true. Look up the records—read the printed report of 
the Black Committee, which conducted a Senate investigation of the 


subsidy steals. 


In other words, the multi-millionaire owners of the shipping lines 
have been milking the taxpayers of hundreds of millions of dollars for 
many, many vears—and now the U. S. Maritime Commission, through 
its alleged hard guy, chairman Joseph P. Kennedy, wants legislation 
making the swindle all the more easier for the magnaies, and, while 
he’s at it, the gentleman recommends that the militant maritime unions 


be hog-tied by anti-strike laws! 


The proposals of the U. S. Maritime Commission’s report were 
couched in “either—or” phrases; either the government allows a con- 
tinuation of the present system of direct subsidies; government owner- 
ship and private operation, or government ownership and operation. 

Well, say the seamen, if it’s “either or,” they prefer government

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Good News 


From Detroit 


Not for a long time has such good news 
come out of Detroit as the conference on 
General Motors held over the weekend. 

The 282 delegates, representing all G.M., 
locals of the United Automobile Workers, 
took a united stand against the contract of- 
fered by the company and declared for an 
igreement providing adequate protection for 
the 200,000 General Motors workers. 


And e ntrary to the hopes of the com- 
pany, instead of being rent by factional 
strife, the conference marked an important 
advance toward the elimination of factional 
groupings in the union and the creation of 
complete unity both among the leadership 
and in the ranks. 

Simultaneously comes the news that a 
CIO advisory committee has been set up to 
head the drive to organize the 125,000 Ford 
workers. 

These developments show that the United 
Automobile Workers is beginning to take ac- 
tive steps to cons~'idate its positions and to 
make the new advances which were decided 
on at its recent natio al convention in Mil- 
waukee. 

The General Motors conference was of 
crucial importance. Thousands of auto work- 
ers are being laid off or placed on part time. 
Seeking to exploit this situation and dissen- 
sion within the union, the company not only 
refused all the union’s demands, but offered 
an agreement that would chisel away many 
of the gains won through the militant sit- 
down strikes at the beginning of the year. 

But General Motors calculated without 
its host —the solidarity and militancy of 
the men and women who build its cars. 
Through their representatives they have 
decisively rejected the company’s offer 
and served notice that they intend to fight 
for a contract that meets their needs. 

The program adopted by the conference 
calls for higher wages and shorter hours, 
recognition of the United Automobile Work- 
ers as sole collective bargaining agent, recog- 
nition of the shop steward system in all 
plants, and other demands, 

With unemployment growing and the 
threat of a new depression hanging over 
the heads of all working people, this pro- 
gram is more necessary today than ever 
before. Any company which has been rak- 
ing in the huge profits that General Motors 
has this year—the highest since 1929— 
can easily grant these modest demands. 

A determined struggle against General 
Motors and a vigorous Ford campaign, with 
all forces in the union pulling together, will 
quickly bring these powerful corporations to 

time and win greater well-being and security 
for the nation’s automobile workers.

Bill Hangs in the Balance 


* The fate of the anti-lynching bill, now 
first order of business in the United States 
Senate, hangs perilously in the balance. 


Already a group of reactionaries, led by 
such Negro-haters as Senators Tom Connally 
of Texas and Claude Pepper of Florida—the 
state whose Governor openly advocates 
lynchings — are planning to filibuster the 
measure to death. This was the fate of the 
Dyer anti-lynching bill in 1922. 


Others of the reactionary Senators are 
brazenly attempting to use the anti-lynching 
bill as a horse-trading measure to defeat 
adequate farm aid, the wages and hours bill, 
and other progressive legislation. 

The bill is also in danger of being further 
weakened by compromises and concessions to 
the reactionaries, which would leave it too 
weak and puny to be of any substantial ef- 
fect. 


A nation-wide coalition of Negroes, labor 
and progressives won the first battle to enact 
the anti-lynching measure, when the bill 
passed the House by an overwhelming ma- 
jority last April. 

The passage of the anti-lynching bill is 
vital to the fight for the constitutional rights 
of the Negro people in America. Let all those 
who believe in democracy and who hate the 
barbarous crime of lynching say to the Sen- 
ate—with a barrage of telegrams—that the 
Federal anti-lynching bill must become a 
law.
